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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/14/2008 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that "Choi does not disclose a plurality of control mechanisms, wherein the control mechanism used to reduce the 
load on the station is selected based on a plurality of types; and wherein each type is associated with at least one of the parameters. 
Instead, in Choi, there is only one type of problem controlled, and that is the problem of call request overload" (see page 14, lines 16-21 of 

Applicant's arguments); the examiner respectfully disagrees. 

For example, Choi's abstract discloses "allocating an overload control process according to the thresholds", the thresholds determine the 
type of overload in the system and the control process to perform to alleviate the overload (see col. 3, line 59-col. 4, lines 1-11). 
Furthermore, the overload type is determined based on measured parameters and the comparison with the thresholds (see col. 4, lines 15- 
21 ). Therefore, Choi teaches the limitations of a plurality of control mechanisms, wherein the control mechanism used to reduce the load on 
the station is selected based on a plurality of types; and wherein each type is associated with at least one of the 
parameters. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., Cho does not handle a plurality of types such as those that may be causes due to lack of sufficient power, 
and rise over thermal condition, as recited in claim 45, see page 14, lines 21-24 of Applicant's arguments) are not recited in the rejected 
independent claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Furthermore, the combination of Choi, Lee, and Gandhi 
teaches this, see rejections for claim 45 in the previous office action. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it 
takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 
USPQ209 (CCPA1971). 
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
